Sa Welcome to the ’90s and to our Early Spring pat- 
tern collection. We have 14 new quilts for your enjoy- 
ment, warm comforts to stave off the lingering chill 
from winter’s winds and fill your thoughts with visions 
of flower beds and sun-splashed days. 

Of the 14, nine are pieced quilts. Two of those 
are wonderfully easy one-spool designs, Cabin in the 
Sun and Gifts of Friendship. Either makes a perfect 
first project for a new quilter or for anyone looking for 
a quick and pretty project to brighten the last days of 
winter. The five pieced patterns that fall in the mid- 
skill range include florals, geometrics, and a clever 
contemporary butterfly that is as fresh as all out- 
doors. Two pieced designs—Captain’s Choice (pic- 
tured on the cover) and Star Crossed—are more chal- 
lenging and are designated as three-spoolers. 

There are four applique patterns in the collec- 
tion: a kingly version of Captain’s Choice that has 
eight-pointed stars appliqued between its compass 
blocks; Posy Promenade, a double comforter with 
flowers appliqued gracefully among soft-toned stars; 
and two smaller quilts—a frog chorus assembled at 
the lily pond and an irresistible rocking-horse design 
offered with a choice of sizes, settings, and distinc- 
tive colorations.

Large pieces are shown in miniature _ 
with dimensions. Use graph paper to rule | 
these patterns in the measurements | 
given, or measure and mark them directly _ 
onto the fabric using acarpenter’s square, — 
right triangle, or similar tool. The dimen- | 
sions shown do not include seam allow- 
ances. Be sure to add them when you 
mark and cut your fabric. 

Seam allowances (plus 2” extra 
length for insurance) are included in bor- 
der strip lengths in quilt specifications. 

Where it is particularly important for 
the strip to be an exact size, as for an 
outer pieced border, seam allowances 
are given but not extra length. 

No turn-under allowances are given for 
the applique patterns. Add %e” by eye 
when cutting. Occasionally, an applique 
pattern will be labeled with a letter in 
parentheses. This means that the seg- 
ment is a continuation of another piece 
with the same letter. If we give just half of 
the pattern piece, the center line is indi- 
cated with a dotted line. When making the 
template, simply trace around pattern, flip 
the tracing over, and align the dotted 
center lines. Trace around pattern again 
to complete template for whole patch. 

A pattern letter followed by an “r” indi- 
cates the need to reverse the pattern. If in- 
structions call for 8 A and 8 Ar, mark8 A, turn 
the template over and mark 8 Ar patches. 


_ MAKING TEMPLATES © 


"aTgace pattern pieces onto clear feniblale 
plastic, or trace on paper and glue the tracing to 
sandpaper, plastic, or cardboard. Cut out accu- 
rately. See instructions for method of your 
choice to determine whether to trace seam 
lines or cutting lines when making templates. 
Make a sample block to test the accuracy of 
templates before cutting the entire quilt. 


Wash and iron fabrics before cutting 
patches. Rinse dark colors separately to check 
for excess dye. Continue rinsing until water 
runs Clear. 

Plan to measure, mark, and cut border 
strips and larger patches before smaller ones 
from the same fabric. Arrange patches with cut- 
ting lines close or touching for ied use of fabric. 


When marking and cutting patches, one or 
more straight sides of the patch should follow the 
lengthwise or crosswise grain of fabric, espe- 
cially the sides that will be on the outside edges 
of the quilt block. Wherever possible, we indicate 
lengthwise or crosswise grain with an arrow on 
the pattern piece. 
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Patches for hand piecing require precisely 
marked seam lines, but marked cutting lines 
are optional. To mark the patches, place the 
template face down on wrong side of fabric and 
draw around it accurately with a pencil. Leave 
just enough space between patches to add 14” 
seam allowances when cutting. 

After marking the patches, cut outward 
from the seam line “4”, measuring the distance 
by eye. The pieces will be joined right sides to- 
gether, so the marked seam line on the wrong 
side of the fabric will be visible on both sides of 
the patchwork when sewing. Sew the seam 
through the penciled lines with a short running 
stitch, using a single thread. Begin and end 
each seam at seam line (not at edge of fabric) 
with two or three backstitches to secure seam. 


Accurate cutting is very important in 
machine piecing. Include seam allowances in 
the template and mark the cutting line on back 
of fabric. 

When machine sewing patches, align cut 
edges with the edge of the presser foot if itis /” 
wide. If not, place masking tape on the throat 
plate of the machine 1%” away from the needle 
to guide you in making precise 1/4” seams. Sew 
all the way to the cut edge unless you are in- 
serting a pan into an ec 


Templates for pine saelique do not in- 
clude turn-under allowances. Place template 
face up on right side of the fabric and draw 
around it lightly with a pencil. Add “6” allow- 
ances to appliques and cut carefully. Turn 
under and baste 6” allowances except where 
edges will be tucked under other appliques. 
Baste in place. Clip into fold of inward curves to 
make pieces lie flat. 

If background block is a light color, lay it 
over printed pattern, matching centers, to see 
placement for appliques. Lightly mark major 
shapes with pencil or simply pin appliques in 
position. If you cannot see through background 
block, finger-crease block in half lengthwise, 
crosswise, and diagonally to form guidelines 
for placement of appliques. 

Pin or baste applique patches onto the 
background fabric, tucking raw edges under 
adjacent appliques as needed. Applique with 
an invisible blind stitch or hemming stitch in a 


thread color that matches the patch, not the 
background. Remove basting. To facilitate the 
quilting later and to prevent show-through, 
carefully cut away background fabric from be- 
hind appliques, using sharp scissors and trim- 
ming to within %6” of seam line. Reinforce 
seams with a couple of stitches if necessary to 
cut across seam lines when trimming. 


PRESSING 
Press all seams to one side, usually to- 
ward the darker fabric. Press quilt blocks flat 
and square with no puckers. Correct any prob- 


lems in blocks, sashes, or borders by removing 
a few stitches to ease puckers and resew. 


Join the blocks for the first row with 4” 
seams. Then join all biocks in the second row, 
and so on, until all rows are completed. Press 
all seam allowances in the odd-numbered rows 
in one direction and all seam allowances in 
even-numbered rows in the opposite direction. 
When all rows are completed, pin two rows to- 
gether so that seam lines match perfectly. Join 
rows in groups of two, then four, and so on, until 
top is completed. Press all allowances in one 
direction, either up or down. 


Center a border strip on each side of the 
quilt top to extend equally at each end. Pin, 
baste, and sew strips in 4” seams, beginning 
and ending the stitching at the seam line, not at 
outer edge of fabric. At one corner (on wrong 
side), smooth one border over an adjacent one 
and draw a diagonal line from inner seam line 
to the point where outer edges of two borders 


cross. Reverse the two borders (bottom one is 
now on top), and again draw a diagonal line 
from inner seam line to point where outer 
edges cross. Match the two pencil lines (fabrics 
right sides together), and sew through them. 
Cut away excess, and press seam open. Re- 
peat at other three corners of quilt. 


Place quilting pattern under quilt top. 
Lightly mark design on quilt top, using a hard 
lead pencil. Mark dark-colored fabrics with a 
chalk pencil. Be sure to test water-soluble 
pens for removability before marking the quilt. 
Some quilting may be done without marking 
the top. Outline quilting (4” from seam around 
patches) or quilting in-the-ditch (right next to 
the seam on the side without the seam allow- 
ances) can be done “by eye.” Other straight 
lines may also be “marked” as you quilt by 
using a piece of masking tape that is pulled 
away after a line is quilted along its edge. 


Make quilt lining about 2” larger on each 
side than the quilt top. Some small quilts require 
a single piece for lining, but usually two or three 
lengths must be seamed together. Remove 
selvedges to avoid puckers; press seam allow- 
ances to one side. Place lining, wrong side up, 
on a flat surface. Spread quilt batt over the lin- 
ing, making sure that both stay smooth and 
even. Place the quilt top, right side up, on top of 
the batting. Pin layers as necessary to secure 
them while basting. Beginning in the center, 
baste in an “X,” in rows 4” to 6” apart, and 
around edges. 


Quilting is done it ina Teron running stitch 
with a single strand of thread that goes through 
all three layers. Use a short needle (8 or 9 be- 
tween) with about 18” of thread. Make a small

Quilt patterns assembled with all 
straight-seam piecing are the easiest to sew. 
However, many patterns have patches that 
need to be inserted into an angle, which is a 
bit more demanding. These are called set-in 
patches. Three patterns in this issue require 
set-in piecing; take some time to study the 
following guidelines and then apply them to 
practice patches for Ribbits in the Rain on 
page 14, Captain’s Choice on page 8, and 
Star Crossed on page 22.

ONE-PATCH ANGLE 
The blocks of Ribbits in the Rain have 
set-in patches with wide, gentle angles. 
We'll discuss unit F-G-Fr as an example. Be- 
cause the inside angles of F and Fr do not 
have seam allowances, inserting G can be 
accomplished in a continuous seam. We 
have labeled points 1, 2, and 3 for easy refer- 

ence in explaining this procedure.

For both hand and machine piecing, 
place F and G right sides together. Pin 
through both patches at points 1 and 2. (The 


longer edges will hang freely at this time.) 
Sew to point 2. If sewing by hand, take a 
backstitch to reinforce, remove pins, align 
longer edges of F and G, and pin at point 3. 
Backstitch again at other side of angle and 
complete the seam. 


If sewing by machine, leave needle 
down at point 2, lift presser foot, and align F 
and G from point 2 to point 3. Pin at point 3. 
Distribute extra folds of fabric to back of nee- 
dle, and, with the point of a pin, smooth out 
any pleats that may form at base of needle. 
Lower presser foot and continue sewing to 
point 3. Sew Fr to Gina similar manner. 


TWO-PATCH ANGLE 
When two patches join to form a sharp 
angle into which a third patch must be in- 
serted, the sewing steps increase. As with 
one-patch angles, you need to mark all 
seam lines, backstitch at seam ends, and 
leave seam allowances free. 


ve For two-patch angle pieces, the in- 
serted patch is sewn 
one side at a time, be- 


ginning at the inside 
corner where all three ENS 
patches meet, and asl 


continuing out to the 
end of the seam. 

Each Star-Crossed unit has two patches 
to be set in. For both hand and machine 
sewing, sew two D’s to opposite sides of C, 
stitching only to ends of seam lines. Sew a 
third D to a remaining side of C, with C on 
top. Begin line of sewing exactly in the same 
place where the last stitching was completed 
and sew to the opposite end of the seam, 
ending precisely at the marked point. 


Fold C patch 
diagonally, right 
sides together, 
and align both 
edges of D. Sew 
this seam. 


Captains Compass has four star 
blocks, each with eight set-in patches. 
Again, we have designated points 1, 2, 3, 4, 
and 5 on patches | and Ir for easy reference 
in the explanation, which is similar for both 
hand and machine sewing. 


For each block, join all eight J patches 
to form the star, 
sewing just to 
the end of the 
seam. Sew | to J 
from point 3 to 
point 2. 


Continue sewing I, joining it to adjacent 
J from point 3 to point 4. Insert Ir patch into 
the next angle between two Js in the same 
manner. Stitch | and Ir together between 
points 4 and 5. 


Stitch the I-lr corner between points 1 
and 2 as follows: Align the edges of the two 
patches, right sides together, and begin 
sewing at point 2 in the exact place where 
the previous seam was completed. Sew to 
the end of the seam line. Press mitered 
seam open. 


Each of these examples illustrates a dif- . 
ferent aspect of the set-in technique. When 
carefully executed, these blocks will show_ 
the precise workmanship of a careful quilter.5 
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This design makes an admirable choice for a quilt honoring a special occasion, 
person, or achievement of note. The design may be pieced entirely or, if you pre- 
fer, the four stars may be appliqued. If piecing is your preference, the special fea- 


ture on page 7 will guide you through setting in the stars. See King’s Choice version on page 10.

SMALL WONDERS 


Photograph albums and scrapbooks 
with patchwork covers make delightful and 
useful gifts. Several patterns in this issue are 
ideal for covering albums. The Gifts of 
Friendship block on page 32 has a space for 
embroidering information such as who the 
album is for. The Winged Beauty block on 
page 26 might grace a Mother’s Day album 
or a graduate’s scrapbook, and Kickapoo 
Ponies on page 34 is ideal for a baby shower 
gift. For that very special child, you might 
give the Ponies quilt and a matching album. 

The directions here are for pieced and 
appliqued blocks made on two different 
kinds of albums—the binder-type album that 
is like a book with a spine, and the post-type 
album that has separate front and back 
covers screwed or tied together. For either 
type, choose an album that is larger than the 
block you want to use. 


Pieced Block on a Binder-Type Album 
To figure the size of the strips used to 
frame the block, measure the width of the 
album front and subtract the finished block 
width. Divide this number in half to find “X” 
measure as in Fig. 1. For the left framing

strip, on graph paper draft a strip that is X 
measure wide and the length of the finished 
block. Referring to Fig. 2, add 1%” seam al- 
lowances to all edges. Cut strip from the fab- 
ric that will frame the block.

The excess fabric will be used 
to cover the album. 

Measure the album from top to bottom. 
From this number subtract the finished 
height of the block. Divide this number in half 
to find the “Y” measure, the width of the top 
and bottom strips as shown in Fig. 1. Drawa 
strip on graph paper that is the Y measure by 
the width of the album. Referring to Fig. 4, 
add 1%” seam allowances to 1 long edge and 
1 short edge.

Measure the spine of 
the album. Referring to 
Fig. 6, add %4” seam al- 
lowances to long edges 
and 3” to short edges. Cut 
1 fabric strip for spine. 

Sew front cover to 
long edge of spine strip, 
stitching a 4” seam the 
length of album (Fig. 7). 
Sew back cover to remain- 
ing long edge of spine 
strip. Press seams open. 

Lay opened album on 
top of a quilt batting; cut 
the same size as album. 
Use a glue stick to adhere 
the batting to outside of 


my 2 bu 
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album. Cut a second piece of batting 1%” 
smaller than the album front. Glue stick in 
place on inner front cover. Repeat for back 
cover. 

Lay fabric cover face down on a table. 
Place opened album on fabric, lining up the 
spine with the seams and centering block on 
the front. Fold fabric to inside of album, 
pleating corners as in Fig. 8. Hold fabric in 
place with spring clips or clothespins. To en- 


Fig? 
sure a tight fit, close album and smooth fab- 
ric. Check that block is centered on front. Ad- 
just clips as needed. Open album. Secure 
fabric by stitching back and forth from top to 
bottom and to front, catching fabric edges 
and pulling thread taut as in Fig. 9. Repeat 
for back of album. 

Trim the tails above and below the 
album spine to about 1”. Tuck the raw ends 
between the album and the cover. Glue to 
album to secure. 

Cut 2 fabric linings 2” larger than the 
size of album front. Turn under a 4” allow- 
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ance on the inner edge and topstitch as in 
Fig. 9. Lay the lining in place, aligning the 
finished edge along the bend of the 
album. Glue stick this edge in place 
or secure with double-faced car- 
pet tape. Whipstitch remain- 
ing three edges to album 
cover, turning under eS

the raw edge as you stitch and keeping lining 
about ’%” below edge of album. Repeat for 
back of album.

Appliqued Blocks 

Appliqued blocks such as Kickapoo 
Ponies can be framed in the same manner 
as the pieced block as explained above. If 
preferred, a single piece of fabric can be 
used for the background so that no frame is 
needed. Make the strip for the album spine 
as described above, and cut the front and 
back covers about 3” larger than the album 
front and back. Stitch the covers to the spine 
strip as described above. Applique the de- 
sign. Finish the album as described for the 
pieced block. 


Post-Type Albums 

Since there is no spine and the front and 
back covers are separate, this is a simpler 
album to cover. Add strips around the 
finished block to make the covers about 3” 
larger all around. Glue batting and cover the 
album as shown in Fig. 10. Secure the front 
and back panels by stitching back and forth 
from top to bottom and side to side. Stitch the 
lining in place around all four sides. Punch 
holes in the cover as 
needed to allow inser- 
tion of the posts. 

If you want to give 
a gift but don’t have the 
time to make an entire 
quilt, these covered al- 
bums may be the proj- 
ect you are looking for. 
They allow you to dis- 
play your piecing and applique skills on a 
project that is quick, functional, and attractive.

ASSEMBLY 


@) Referring to compass block 
diagrams on page 9, make 1 compass 
block as follows: Join A, B, C, and Cr 
patches to form '% of the center. Join 4 
D’s alternately with 4 E’s; sew to curved 
edge of A/B/C/Cr unit, aligning the point 
of B patch with point of E patch. (The 
first E patch will be sticking out.) Repeat 
to make 8 compass points. Join 4 
points to make half of the compass, 
pivoting as required to join the D and E 
patches where points join. Repeat. Fi- 
nally, join two compass halves. 

@) Hint: Look at the color quilt 
drawing on page 8 to see where seams 
of F and G patches meet the center 
compass. Note the orientation of dark 
pink and cream B’s. Mark a dot at the 
center of the sewing line on curved 
edges of F and G patches. Join patches 
to make a G/F/G/F unit. Pin to half of 
compass, aligning marked dots and 
seams with centers of E’s. Check to see 
that compass points are in correct posi- 
tion and that the seams between F’s 
and G’s line up with seams between C 
and Cr patches in center. Beginning 
and ending at sewing line, sew G/F/G/F 
unit to compass. Repeat for other half. 
Finally, join F and G patches where two 
units join. 

@) Star blocks can be pieced or 
appliqued. If piecing the blocks, refer to 
star block diagram on page 8 and the 
feature on page 7 for directions on set- 
ting in patches. If appliqueing the star 
blocks, join 4 light pink J’s alternately 
with 4 dark pink J’s, beginning and end- 
ing stitching at the sewing line and 
keeping the outer seam allowances 
free. Turn under 4” seam allowances 
around outer edges of star. Position, 
pin, and blindstitch a star to an O patch, 
orienting the dark pink J’s vertically and 
horizontally. Make 4 blocks. 

@) Referring to quilt diagram on 
page 9, sew H’s to 2 adjacent edges of 
star block. Sew to side of the compass 
block. Repeat for other sides. 

6) Working from the outer corner 
to the inside, make corner pieced units 
as follows: Join 4 medium blue K’s al- 
ternately with 3 aqua K’s for row 1. Join 
5 medium blue K’s with 4 aqua K’s for 
row 2. Join 6 medium blue K’s with 5 
aqua K’s for row 3. Join 7 medium blue 
K’s with 6 aqua K’s for row 4. Join 8

Using 3 
strands of white embroidery floss, satin 
stitch centers of frogs’ eyes, backstitch 
bug’s wings, and use lazy daisy stitches 
for inside wings. Using 3 strands of 
black embroidery floss, satin stitch 
bug’s body, and make a french knot for 
bug’s head and frogs’ pupils. Using 3 
strands of green embroidery floss, out- 
line stitch frogs’ mouths and legs, and 
backstitch around the eyes. 

@ Referring to quilt drawing, 
mark vertical quilting lines about 1” 
apart, having quilting lines “bounce” off 
umbrellas. Mark blue quilting motif 
given in 2G in lily pads. Mark red quilt- 
ing motif in umbrellas. Quilt as marked. 
If desired, quilt around clouds and water 
in patches of sky and water. Bind to finish.

knot in the thread, and take a first long stitch 
(about 1”) through top and batting only, coming 
up where the quilting will begin. Tug on the 
thread to pull the knotted end between the 
layers. Take straight, even stitches that are the 
same size on the top and bottom of the quilt. 
For tiny stitches, push the needle with a thimble 
on your middle finger; guide the fabric in front of 
the needle with the thumb of your hand above 
the quilt and with thumb and index finger of 


your other hand below the quilt. To end a line of 
quilting, take a tiny backstitch, then make 
another inch-long stitch through the top and 
batting only. Clip thread at surface of quilt. Re- 
move basting stitches when quilting is finished. 


BINDING AND FINISHING 


Trim quilt batt and lining even with quilt 
top. Leaving about 2” extra at each end, place a 
1 1%"-wide binding strip on one edge of quilt top, 
right sides together. Sew through all layers with 
a V4" seam, beginning and ending at seam line. 
Repeat for other three sides. Fold binding to 
the back, tuck under 1/4”, and blindstitch it down 
along seam line. At corners, trim, tuck in ends, 
and stitch. Rinse out any quilt marking that still 
shows. A nice finishing touch is to embroider 
your name, city, and date on the back.

@) Turn under and baste “6” al- 
lowances on all applique patches. Re- 
ferring to color quilt drawing on page 34, 
arrange appliques on red/orange and 
blue A’s as shown.

Using 3 
strands of embroidery floss, satin stitch 
eyes and outline stitch forelocks and 
mouths on horses.

@) Arrange blocks, units, and J’s 
in horizontal rows, turning as needed to 
match quilt picture. Join rows and units 
in block rows. Join units and J’s in sash 
rows. Join rows, alternating types. 

(4) Add borders. Miter corners and 
trim excess from seam allowances. 

©) Quilt in-the-ditch around all ap- 
plique and pieced patches. Bind to finish.

G. Also needed are 2% yards lining and 
batting to measure 4612” x 4612”.
